Indianapolis, Oct. 15 — John 
Lewis, acting President of the 
United Mine Workers of America 
today wired Secreary of Labor 
Wilson that he will be in Wash- 
ington next Friday for a confer- 
ence on the bituminous coal mine 
situation. He announced, how 
ever, that in the- meantfme an or- 
der calling on all unions of th.erJSi 
tuminous miners of the country 
to strike November 1st, wilFbe 
mailed from international head- 
quarters here to 4,00f/ local min- 
ers of the organization. It is said 
at headquarters that all prepara^ 
tions for a strike have been corn^ 
pleted and the miners are ready 
for eventualities unless the 
Washington conference results in 
a different arrangement. 
. The strike order issued at noon, 
calls on all union bituminous coal 
miners of the country to "cease 
production of coal at midnight on 
Friday, October 31st, 1919." The 
order is signed by acting Presi- 
dent Lewis and Secretary-Treas- 
urer Green.

Washington, Oct. 15— Pfesi 
dent Wilson will not 1 sanction ad- 
journment of the National Indus 
trial Conference here until it has 
exhausted every possible means 
of finding a solution for the pres- 
ent- industrial situation, White 
House officials said today. De- 
spite his illness the President was 
said to have been informed of the 
tense situation in the conference 
resulting from the controversy 
over labor's proposal, to arbitrate 
the steel strike. He was saftl to 
feel this should not endanger the 
success of the conference. Fur- 
ther efforts to reach an agree- 
ment will be made at group meet- 
ings today. 

The capital group startled the 
conference by demanding that or- 
ganized labor's, proposal for arbi j 
tratiort of the steel strike be made 
an immediate issue. Postpone- 
ment of action on the resolution 
had previously been agreed to by 
labor and the public groups arid 
the opposition of the employers 
came as a surprise. The confer- 
ence, however, voted to postpone 
action until tomorrow.

"It is impossible to see, said Sena- 
tor Lodge}" how any conscientious 
American can consent to any act or 
treaty that will extend the power of 
such a nation as Japan over a country 
like China, especially when the Unit- 
ed States deliberately drew China in- 
to the war with at least an implied if 
not an express promise to give assis- 
tance and protection at the pace con- 
frence. 

"The principal argument made by 
those who sustained the delivery of 
control of Shantung to Japan js that 
Japan has promised at different times 
to return .itito China. Whatever 
promises she has made were all mark- 
ed by one vital omission. In no in 
stance do I find that Japan ever fix< 
fed a time when she would actually 
return the province to its rightful 
owners. fTo determine what Japan is 
likely to do it is necessary to con 
sider what she has done for 25 years 

Japan was charged by Senator 
Lodge with breaking innumerable 
pledges regarding her cotrse in 
China and Korea; with violating the 
"open door" policy, he said, has been 
"steady, relentless aiming to get 
ulitmate control of the vast popula- 
tion and great territory of China."
